throughout the area looking for 
stray dogs. 
“ We’ll have two men on every 
day until we clean this thing up. 
Owners of any dog picked up will 
be liable to prosecution,” warned 
Steward. 
He added that most of the com- 
plainst registered with 
the bo­ 
rough council seem to come from 
the second and fourth wards. 
Surprise? 
"Although we hope to start next 
week, we may surprise every one 
and start tomorrow,” he said. “ Its 
really funny once the word gets 
around dogs are being picked up 
that all of a sudden there are no 
dogs on the street.” 
If a dog i< picked up w ithout a 
license, said Steward, it will be 
handed over to the SPCA within 
48 hours. If the dog has a I cense 
on register and not wearing it we 
will hold the dog for 48 hours, but 


if the dog is wearing a license we 
will hold him for ten days.” 
Steward stated that in the event 
the owner of the dog is known, 
he will see that action is taken to 
keep the dogs from running loose.
